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ARTICLE I. 

This Chapter shall be known as the Groton Chap- 
ter. 
ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Chapter shall be to further the 
work of the Daughters of the Revolution. 
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ARTICLE III. 



Any member of the General and State Societies of 
the Daughters of the Revolution in good standing may 

^ make application for membership in this Chapter. 

\ Applications, whether for active or associate member- 
ship, must be made in v/riting and endorsed by two 
members of the Chapter. Names of applicants shall 

^-. be voted upon by ballot at a regular meeting of the 

r/\ Chapter, provided that the application shall have been 
received by the Secretary at least one week previous to 
that meeting. Three adverse votes shall prevent an 
election. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of this Chapter shall be a Chapter-Re- 
gent, Vice-Regent, Secretary, Treasurer and Historian. 
They shall be elected by ballot at each annual meeting 
of the Chapter. 
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ARTICLE V. 

The Executive Committee of this Chapter shall con- 
sist of the Officers of the Chapter and four other per- 
sons who shall be chosen by ballot at each annual 
meeting of the Chapter. 

ARTICLE VI. 

Amendments and alterations of this Constitution 
may be made at a regular meeting of the Chapter by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting, 
alteration having been read at the previous regular 
meeting, and seasonable notice having been given to 
each member that a proposed change of the Constitu- j 

tion would be considered at that meeting. 

ARTICLE VII. } 

This Constitution is subject in all respects to the 
Constitution of the General Society, and that of the 
State Society. 
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ARTICLE I. DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 
Section i. Rigmt and yice'T{0g0nU 
The Chapter-Regent shall call through the Secretary 
all meetings of the Chapter, and preside at these meet- 
ings, and shall perform all other duties usually per- 
taining to the office of a presiding officer. The Vice- 
Regent shall perform all the duties of the Regent in the 
absence of the latter officer. 

Section 2. Secntary, 

The Secretary shall conduct the general correspon- 
dence of the Chapter. She shall also notify all appli- 
cants of their election to membership. She shall give 
due notice of the time and place of all meetings of the 
Chapter, and of the Executive Committee. She shall 
keep a record of all meetings of the Chapter, and shall 
perform all other duties pertaining to the office of Sec- 
retary. 

Section 3. Treasuur. 

The Treasurer shall collect and hold all fees or 
moneys accruing to the Chapter. She shall pay all 
bills that are approved by the Regent and Secretary of 
the Chapter. She shall keep a true account of all re- 
ceipts and payments, and at each annual meeting shall 
make a full report to the Chapter of its financial con- 
dition. 





Section 4. Historian. 

The Historian shall preserve all newspaper clippings 
relative to or of interest to the Chapter. She shall put 
on tile such essays and documents as shall be of value 
to the Chapter. She shall perform such duties as 
shall be assigned to her by the Executive Committee, 
and she shall make a report to the Chapter at the An- 
nual Meeting. 

ARTICLE II. EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The duties of the Executive Committee shall be to 
fill vacancies in office where such occur, and to super- 
intend the general affairs of the Chapter. Three 
members of the Executive Committee shall constitute 
a quorum to transact business, provided one of the 
members is an officer. 

ARTICLE 111. DUES. 
The annual dues for both active and associate mem- 
bers shall be fifty cents, payable before May ist of each 
year. Members whose dues are not paid at that time 
shall be notified of the fact by the Secretary. If such 
dues are not paid within six months from the date of 
notification, it shall be considered that the member, 
thus in arrears, wishes to withdraw from the Chapter. 

ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS. 
Four meetings of the Chapter during the year are 
required by the By-Laws of the State Society. One of 
these meetings shall be held during the first week in 
March and shall be the Annual Meeting. This Chap- 
ter shall meet on the second Wednesday in each month 
from October to June, inclusive. Special meetings 
may be called by the Regent, or on the written request 
of five active members. 
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ARTICLE V. NOMINATING COMMITTEE. 

The Nominating Committee shall consist of three 
active members to be appointed as follows, viz. : one 
by the Chapter Regent, one by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and one by the Chapter at a regular meeting. 
The Nominating Committee shall prepare a list of 
pflficers for the year and shall present its report at the 
regular meeting next preceding the Annual Meeting. 
Only active members shall be eligible to office in the 
Chapter. Associate members may be appointed to 
serve on other committees. 

ARTICLE VI. QUORUM. 

PLURALITY VOTE IN ELECTIONS. 

Five active members shall constitute a quorum for 
the transaction of business by the Chapter, provided 
two of the members are officers. In the election of 
officers and Executive Committee the plurality of 
votes cast for each officer shall decide the choice 
therefor. 

ARTICLE VII. GUESTS. 

Daughters of the Revolution visiting in town will 
be cordially welcomed at all meetings of the Chapter. 

ARTICLE VIII. AMENDMENTS. 

Amendments or alterations of these By-Laws may 
be made at any regular meeting of the Chapter by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present and voting, 
the proposed amendment or alteration having been 
read at the previous regular meeting.
